those describing "flying saucers" 
in the U. S. One said the lights 
appeared to hang motionless at 
times, and at other times disap^ 
peared with blinding speed.

Prohibiting the parking of mo- 


tor vehicles, or permitting motor

YF/ASHINGTON—(NEA)—The story of hew Sen. Richard M. Isfixon 


of California \vas picked to be Republican 
vice-presidential 


candidate can now be told in full and for the first time. 


Vice President Nixon himself said he didn't know how he came 


to be chosen as President Eisenhower's 'running mate, when asked 
about it on a "Meet the Pres?' television interview last fall. Nixon 
said he hadn't taken any trouble to find out. It was an honest 
answer. But for his inlormation no\v, this is how it happened." 


After General Eisenhower's nomination at Chicago, early in the 


afternoon of July 11, a meeting of representatives of all the Repub- 
lican presidential candidates was called on the llth--floor of the 
Conrad Hilton hotel. The purpose was to pick a vice-presidential 
candidate. 


Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, national chairman of 


the Eisenhower-for-President drive, called the meeting. He asked 
Wesley Roberts of Kansas, who had been working with Herbert 
Brownell on the Eisenhower delegate round-up, to get the group 
together. There were Taft, Warren and Stassen men there, and all 
the Republican governors who could be reached. 
But mostly they 


were the Eisenhower convention floor leaders. 


TVO minutes of the meeting were kept and no attendance records. 


There were 20 to 30 in all. Among them: Governors Thornton 


of Colorado, Fine oE Pennsylvania, Adams of New Hampshire, Dewey 
of New York, Lodge of Connecticut, McKay of Oregon, Beardsley 
of Iowa. 


Senators Lodge of Massachusetts, Carlson of Kansas. Duff of Penn- 


sylvania, Smith of New Jersey. Herbert Brownell of New York, 
Arthur Summerfield of Michigan, Sinclair Weeks of Massachusetts,-. 
Russell Sprague of New York, Jack Porter of Texas, Gene Pulliarn ' 
of Indiana, Paul Hoffman of California. 
Rep. Christian A. Herter, 


now governor of Massachusetts, and a few other congressmen. 


Memories of the meeting have grown dim with the passing of 


time, and there is some reluctance to talk about it. 
But from 


various sources the story has been pieced together. 


Senator Lodge presided. The rule was that anyone who suggested 


a vice-presidential candidate would then leave the room. This was 
to permit those remaining to hold frank and free discussion. 


Senator Carlson, at the request of Sen. Robert A. Taft. suggested 


the name o£ Sen. Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois. Then Carlson left 
the room. 


CEVERAL other candidates were suggested, but nobody seems to 


remember who they were now. As mentioned above, no record 


was kept. But having exhausted all other possibilities, the meeting 
then turned to the man whose name had been kicked around in con- 
vention gossip as the likeliest candidate.—Sen. Dick Nixon of 
California. 


None of those present, as contacted by this reporter, can recall or 


will admit who first suggested Nixon's name. Gov. Lodge, Gov. 
Herter and several others who had served in the House of Repre- 
sentatives with Nixon, did speak on his behalf. 


The consensus was that he had everything. He was a new face. 


He was young and he would appeal to the youth vote. He was a 
World War II vet. He was from the west. He was an experienced 
campaigner. He had broken the Alger Hiss case. He would give 
the party more freedom in handling McCarthy. 


The meeting lasted about an hour. 
Senator Lodge and Herbert 


Brownell then walked across the street to General Eisenhower's 
suite in the Blackstone hotel and informed him the meeting had 
decided unanimously that Sen. Dick Nixon should be his running 
male. Ike approved, and that was that.

The letter probably won't happen. 
Russia ha* her own idea* on that. 


But Eisenhower indicated he 


may be thinking of plans that go 
beyond Truman's. 
In the ' cam- 


paign he criticized the Truman ad- 
ministration for a lack of what he 
said he considered effective plan- 
ning against Russia. 


Buried in one of the paragraphs 


in Tuesday's speech Eisenhower 
seemed to be repeating this criti- 
cism and hinting he intended to 
raise his sights higher. 


This was when he said it is prop- 


er . . "we assure our friends . . . 
that . . . we . . . know . . . the 
difference . . . between a thought- 
fully calculated goal and spasmod- 
jc reaction to 
the stimulus of 


emergencies." 


Spasmodic the Truman plan cer- 


tainly was in the beginning of the 
cold war with Russia, although it 
could hardly be called a plan at 
all at that time. 


Truman said recently his suspi- 


cions of Russia began in earnest 
shortly after the war when Stalin 
wouldn't pull his troops out of 
Iran. Truman decided on a show- 
down right there. 


H« warned 
Stalin to get out. 


Stalin did. Truman's quick action, 
and reaction, paid off. He reacted 
again when the Communists began j 
to push against Greece and Tur- 
key. 


That time he set up a new Mon- 


roe Doctrine by throwing this 
country's arm around Greece and 
Turkey and giving them aid. The 
Communists lost out. 


The Marshall Plan for helping 


Europe recover economically was 
of a longer-range nature. It was 
supposed to last at the outside four 
years. 
Before it could end, the 


cold war with Russia became hot- 
ter. 


Then this country entered Into 


the North Atlantic Pact, this coun- 
try's first peacetime military alli- 
ance with Western Europe, and 
gave arms. At the same time the 
IT. S. urged its allies to set up a 
European army. 


This looked much further into 


the "future than the Marshall Plan. 
In fact, then Secretary 'of State 
Acheron last year said strong ar- 
maments might be necessary for a 
generation. 


This policy worked out by Tru- 


man and Acheson — surrounding 
Russia with armed strength to dis- 
courage any Russian military ad- 
ventures without starting war with 
Russia—has become known as 
"containment." 


So at the end Truman and Ache- 


son might argue there was nothing 
spasmodic about their planning: 
What Eleenhower has in mind be- 
yond this remains to be seen. 


If Eisenhower doesn't spell out 


bis ideas in ABC fashion in his 
State of the Union message, he 
will have time to do so when he 
later submits his specific programs 
to Congress.

School health examinations are 


in progress in the Lincoln school 
in Sheffield, with medical and den- 
tal examinations 
scheduled* for 


grades one, three and five, accord- 
Ing to Evelyn P. Gailor, principal. 


These examinations are part of 


the statewide school health pro- 
gram and are required by law. 
Every school child in the common- 
wealth received a complete medical 
and dental examination every'sec- 
ond year. 


In 
discussing 
the 
program, 


Lauris B. Whitman, representing 
the department of 
agricultural 


economics and rural sociology of 
the Pennsylvania State College, 
emphasized the importance of the 
parents' place in this health pian. 


The parent is invited to attend 


the examination and learn first 
hand the details of the child's 
health. It then becomes the res- 
ponsibility of the parent to secure 
corrections of any defects which 
have been found. Certain type 3 of 
assistance are available to aid 
parents In the securing of such 
corrections, he adds. 


Mr. Whitman points out that 


the success of the whole program 
depends upon the parents' cooper- 
ation in attending the examina- 
tions and securing the corrections. 
"I especially urge all parents of 
children with medical or dental 
defects to contact the family phy- 
sician at once", he says. "If there 
are any questions about the exam- 
ination program, or about defects 
discovered, the school nurse will 
be available t& discuss them."

Washington (.&)—It was to be 


Secretary of State Acheson's last 
news conference. The small audi- 
torium of the State Department 
was almost filled with reporters 
and commentators -who had -been 
dealing with him since he became 
secretary four years ago. 


He came in, looking like a man 


who had had a good night's sleep. 
He seemed at ease,- as usual, but 
with an almost birdlike alertness, 
which is also usual with him. Noth- 
ing about him suggested the extra- 
ordinary pressure of the four years 
unless perhaps it was his hair. It 
had turned very gray. 


As he sat down at a small table, 


facing the newsmen, the photog- 
raphers knelt on the floor. They 
said: "Start talking.'.' He looked 
at them as if to say: "To whom?" 
Crouching closer, they said: "Talk 
over our heads." Acheson grinned: 
"Oh, I couldn't talk over your 
heads." 


Everyone laughed. Everyone in 


the room, some time or other, had 
heard Acheson accused of talking 
down to people, particularly to 
congressmen, with whom his.rela- 
tions could hardly be worse. 


Acheson, of course, might argue 


that he merely talked on the level 
he was used to while respectfully 
assuming his listeners were on the 


same level. And among his inti- 
mates he is said to be a lively man 
ivith a • taste- for earthy language. 
But this part of him could -not be 
detected in his sometimes mildly 
humorous but always unbending 
public appearances. 


No matter what the reason, for 


his public austerity—a natural 
condition, a deliberate attitude- or 
a deep self-consciousness—he -was 
never, to his misfortune, able to 
establish a warm -and personal 
link with Congress. 


He happened to be in-the State 


Department at a time of severe 
national anxiety over communism 
and had had a major part'in shap- 
ing some of the most far-reaching 
postwar policies, such as arms for 
Greece and Turkey, the Marshall 
Plan, the Atlantic Pact, arms for 
Europe. - 


But while the European fortress 


was being cemented he was at- 
tacked for not having done enough 
in Asia, where communism, after 
overrunning China, finally erupted 
in the Korean War. 


It is questionable that even Pres- 


ident 
Truman 
would 
consider 


Acheson's judgment always beyond 
dispute. 


Acheson- 'has said little in his 


own behalf. He has shown enor- 
mous patience under attack.

State Health Dept. 
Considers Storage 
Of Blood Fraction 


Harrisburg 
(£»)—The 
State 


Health Department today explored 
the possibility of stockpiling gam- 
ma globulin, a blood fraction used 
to cut the spread of polio epidem- 
ics. 


Dr. J. Moore Campbell, deputy 


health secretary, said the serum 
is "extremely scarce" and that it 
is questionable if enough would 
be available for the peak of the 
1953 infantile paralysis outbreak 
next fall. 


"It is our hope to stockpile gam- 


ma globulin here just as we have 
supplies of smallpox vaccine, and 
diphtheria anti-toxin," he told a 
newsman. "How the project will 
work we don't know." 


The ultimate aim of the de- 


partment, he said, is to gather 
enough gamma globulin here to be 
available for immediate call from 
hospitals and physicians in areas 
of the commonwealth hard-hit by 
polio. 
Last year was Pennsylvania's 


second worst in the incidence of 
infantile paralysis. 
There 
were 


1,894 
cases reported compared to 


the record 2,182 In 1916. 


Gamma globulin was used with 


some success in Texas last year 
'to prevent paralytic polio. The 
National Research 
Council has 


the problem of determining what 
government 
agency will 
handle 


distribution of the scarce serum 
on a national basis. 


Gov. 
John S. Fine already has 


thrown his support behind the 
stockpiling plan. 


Optimistically, he told the Leg- 


islature two weeks ago: 


"By this coming summer we an- 


ticipate a supply of new vaccines 
and serums In sufficient quantity 
to combat polio wherever it may 
arise in the state. 
These latest 


medical research discoveries, it is 
believed, will be most effective in 
checking this dreaded disease."

The piece appears 
in the January 24 issue of Collier's, 
on the newsstands now. 


The article emphasizes (the fact 


that "most cancers of the mouth 
and throat, if recognized soon 
enough, can be removed surgic- 
ally, or otherwise cured (by radia- 
tion for example)." 


•Three important symptoms that 


may mean cancer and that should 
take anyone to a doctor for ad- 
vice are cited: a sore in the mouth 
or throat that does not heal in a 
week; a lump in the neck; or 
hoarseness that persists for two 
weeks.

No Worry over Watering 
a Seed-box Fed by Wick 


gtamdard Seed-flat eojln»4 with item flbra wiek, which raises 
water from pam to moisten soil. 


When beginners attempt to 
•tart seeds in an indoor seed box 
a frequent cause of trouble Is neg- 
lect to water the plants regularly. 
If the soil dries out and remains 
dry even a few hours the infant 
plants may be destroyed. 


This is easily avoided, how- 
ever, and your plants assured of 
constant moisture in the correct 
degree by a method of automatic 
watering widely used by florists. 
This is as simple as an oil lamp, 
and uses the same principle of 
wick action. 


Through a hole bored in the 
center of the bottom of the seed 
box, a wick of fibre glass, or just 
a piece of clothes line 6 inches 
long, is inserted The top is frayed 
and imbedded in the soil that fills 
the box and tne oottom drops 
'into a pan of water. As long as 
water is Kept in this pan, the 
wick will raise it and keep the 
soil moist. 


Tests have shown that plants 
watered in this way make maxi- 
mum growth because water is 
always abundant, and yet not in 
excess; and r -3 water is never 
applied to tl . surface, there is 
ao washing, accl no compacting of 
soil, which would check aeration. 


With such a s-—l box. in a 
sunny window. 1 
:d «r cold- 
frame, you can giv _ your favorite 
varieties of vegetables and flow- 
ers several weeks' head start this 
spring, and insure an earlier har- 
vest of food or beauty. 


Use nothing but soil in the box, 
so capillary action is not inter- 
rupted. Florists' potting soil is 
the best, or a fine garden loam, 


Layer of sphagnum mass sifted 
over soil before sowing, pre- 
vents damping off disease. 


about half sand. 
Sphagnum moss should be used 
to prevent damping-off, which is 
a fungus disease that frequently 
attacks seedlings. Rub the moss 
through a coarse sieve or colan- 
der and place a layer of this 
shredded moss over the soil in the 
Sat to the depth of half an inch. 
Firm and saturate soil and moss 
Drop the seeds on the moss, and 
cover very lightly with a thin 
layer of sphagnum. Proceed from 
this point on as with soil culture. 
Seed may be broadcast one va- 
riety to a flat; or sown in rows, 
which allow several varieties to 
be grown in the same box, each 
row being labeled. Seeds which 
are broadcast are usually less 
crowded than those in rows. If 
you sow in rows, use the edge of 
a ruler to make shallow indenta- 
tions in the soil; sow thinly, cover 
lightly, and firm the soil with a 
block of wood. 
Keep the box in a dark place 
until sprouts appear, then place 
in the sunniest window you own. 
A kitchen window is good, be- 
cause humidity is always greater 
there.

teurs. Chinese Nationalist troops 
would insist upon crossing' the Ya- 
lu river. 


"Take Japanese troops into Ko- 


rea? South Korea bitterly oppos- 
es this and would fight the Japs 
instead of the North Koreans. 
Japan and Korea have been deadly 
enemies for 1,500 years. Jayan, 
prosperous now because of the 
supplies it is pouring into Korea 
for the UN, faces a terrible de- 
pression later on and her rnly 
program would be to go through 
Korea into Manchuria. 


"A stalemate peace? Well, it's 


better than a stalemate war. Is it 
better than starting World War 
III? 
China has hated Russia for 


thousands of years, but its Reds 
are now dependent on the Kremlin 
We are quarreling with many of 
our allies on the Korean situation, 
a condition sparked by Russia 
Why should the Kremlin give up 
fsuch a situation? Russian Marx- 
ism maintains there will be a worM 
economic collapse, then Commu- 
nism can take over. Russia wants 
to keep up the Korean war to di- 
minish our strength.
